NEW YORK, June 22. — Three 
letters written by the missing Miss 
Agnes Tufverson were brought for- 
ward today to refute Capt. Ivan 
Poderjay’s defense that their mar- 
riage was one of convenience. 

The letters showed that Miss Tuf- 


verson planned to abandon her 
brilliant legal career in America 
and to spend the rest of her life 
abroad with the Jugo-Slav army 
captain. 

From Vienna~ game protests 
against the prolonged imprison- 
ment of Poderjay and the warning 
of Viennese authorities that they 
must release him soon unless a 
specific charge is lodged. 

Quotations From Zetters. 

In one letter dated Dec. 8—four 
days after her marriage and 12 
days before she vanished—Miss 
Tufverson wrote to Miss Helen 
Havener of the Saturday’s Children 
Club, declining an mvitation to be 
a director of the club, and saying: 

J am leaving the latter part of 
next or the week thereafter for 
London, England, as I expect to 
live the rest of my life there.” 

This is in contrast to Poderjay’s 
story that they married only that 
she Might not be a spinster and 
planned to part soon. 

On the same day, Miss Tufverson 
wrote to the board of directors of 
the New York County Lawyers’ As- 
sociation: 

‘It is with regret that I present 
my resignation as a member of the 
New York County Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation to take effect Dec. 31, 1933.” 

Urged to retain the membership 

which she had held seven years, 
Miss Tufverson wrote again Dec. 
9. 
“The only reason for my resig- 
nation is that I am leaving very 
shortly for London, where I expect 
to reside indefinitely.” 

Captain’s Movements Traced. 
Capt. John H. Ayres of the Miss- 
ing Persons Bureau completed a 
chart of the activities of the Cap- 
tain and his bride from Dec. 20 to 
22, the vital days in the investiga- 
uion.

LONDON, June 22.—Seven days 
of evidence in the divorce action 
brought by Edward Frank Willis 
James, brother of Mrs. .Marshall 


Field, against Tilly Losch James, 
Viennese dancer, was completed to-

Ja alleged that his wife was 
guilty of misconduct with Prince 
Serge Obolensky, a member of an 
old Russian family. Both Mrs. 
James and the Prince denied the 
charge and the wife entered a cross 
petition for a judicial separation. 
She alleged cruelty; her husband 
denied that. 

At the conclusion of the evidence, 
the correspondent’s attorney, Ro- 
land Oliver, addressed the jury on 
behalf of the Prince. Then the case 
was adjourned until Tuesday. 

Testimony was given that, after 
the honeymoon, when Mrs. James 
was playing in the musical show, 
“The Band Wagon,’ in New York, 
the husband had returned to Eng- 
land from time to time. While he 
was away, he employed detectives 
to watch his wife. He alleged mis- 
conduct by his wife and the Prince 
at various addresses in New York 
between August and October, 1931. 

Mrs. James, in rebuttal, denied 
these charges and said that she 
was on nothing but the most casual, 
friendly terms with Prince Obolen- 
sky, and, in fact, saw him only at 
the request of her intimate friend, 
the Princess Obolensky, to ask him 
to permit an arrangement whereby 
the Princess could obtain her free- 
dom. Furthermore, she alleged, her 
husband had been cruel to her on 
several occasions in New York and 
England. The Prince backed up 
Mrs. James’ denials of misconduct. 

Witnesses called in support of the 
defense and for Mrs. James on her 
cross petition for judicial separa- 
tion included Randolph Chprchill,

LIQUOR BOTTLES 


Purpose Is to Stop Bootleg- 
ging—Names of Distillers 
to Be Blown Into Glass 
Containers. . 


SECOND USE OF 
FLASKS FORBIDDEN 


One Company Resists 
That It Sells Only Tenth 


of Rum Retailed Under 
Its Brand. 


By the Assoctated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
announces that after July 1 every 
liquor bottle made and sold in this 
country will carry permanent iden- 
tification marks. 

The bottles will be manufactured 
under license and Treasury super- 
vision; refilling them will be for- 
bidden, just as re-use of tobacco 
containers is illegal. 

Morgenthau said the step was 
“the most serious blow struck at 
the bootlegger since Dec. 6,” the 
date of prohibition repeal. 

He expressed hope that the move, 
by aiding ligitimate manufacturers, 
would result in lower liquor prices. 

Each bottle will have blown into 
the glass the name or symbol of 
its manufacturer and the name or 
symbol of the distiller using it. 
Bottle manufacturers will be re 
quired to file with the Treasury 
a copy of every order received. As 
a double check, distillers must file 
each order for containers they give. 
The distillers will receive only 
enough internal revenue stamps to 
match the number of conainers or- 
dered. 

Second-Hand Bottles Used. 

Morgenthau said the move was 
due to discovery that bootleggers, 
by buying second-hand bottles or 
having copies of leg te manu- 
facturers’ containers ufactured, 
had been cutting tremendously into 
the legal liquor trade. 

One company making a well- 
known brand of rum, he said, re- 


cent of the liquor distributed under 
its label. The maker of a popular 
whisky said 85 per cent. of the 
liquor sold under his brand was 
bootleg. 

Legitimate distillers do not use 
bottles a second time, Morgenthau 
said, because of difficulties in col- 
lection. The bottles move instead, 
through junk dealers, to bootleg- 
gers. 
ness has grown to a $15,000,000 af- 
fair. 

Regulations will be issued early 
next week, effective on the first of 
July. The Treasury action was 
taken under a joint resolution ap- 
proved by Congress last week per- 
mitting regulation of liquor con- 
tainers. 

Will Watch Distillers. 

“I warned both the distillers and 
bottle makers,” said Morgenthau, 
“that I am going to watch them 
like a hawk to prevent increase in 
prices under this new protection, 
and to see that they come down. 

“They assured me it would not 
be necessary and that they would 
do their best, but Vm going to 
watch them just the same.” 

The new plan will not affect 
wine or beer bottles, but all whisky, 
gin, rum and brandy containers. 
Whether any of the, bootleg re- 
filled bottles are being sold through 
supposedly legitimate trade -chan- 
nels Morgenthau would not say, but 
he stated that the bootlegger has 
staged a tremendous comeback. 
“Here in Washington I know for 
a fact that bootleggers are deliv- 
ering liquor at hotel] rooms in tase 
lots,” he said.

City Counselor Hay today drew 
a compromise bill to increase the 
merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
gales tax from $1 to $5 per $1000 
to meet an anticipated sinking fund 
deficit of $2,465,000. Mayor Dick- 
mann, however, was still hopeful 
that the Board of Aldermen would 
reconsider his four revenue meas- 


ures. 

It was decided to draw the com- 
promise bill after the Mayor and 
his cabinet had failed to reach an 
agreement on other substitute meas- 
ures in a two-hour conference with 
17 Aldermen yesterday. Twelve 
Aldermen did not attend the meet- 
ing, called by the Mayor. 

Alderman Hennerich, one of the 
three Democrats who had _ voted 
against the Mayor’s proposals, said 
he would introduce_the new meas- 
ure, designed to yield about $3,000,- 
000 annually, at a meeting of the 
board this afternoon. 

In urging reconsideration of his 
proposals before adjournment of 
the board for the summer, the 
Mayor declared at yesterday’s 
meeting that if the city de- 
faulted on bonds due next Novem- 
ber the responsibility would rest on 
the three Democratic and 13 Re- 
publican Aldermen who defeated his 
bills last week. 

Alderman Neumann of the 
Twelfth Ward, Republican leader, 
expressed the opinion tnat there 
was little chance for passage of the 
four bills, which were for increases 
in the merchants’ and manufactur- 
ers’ sales and stock taxes and the 
city gasoline tax and for a gallon- 
age tax on 5 per cent beer and hard 
liquor and an inspection tax on 3.2 
beer. 

Appeals to Neun. 


President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen was asked by Dickmann 
after the meeting to persuade the 
other Republican members to re- 
consider the four bills. Neun tola 
reporters he would give considera: 
tion to the Mayor’s request, adding 
that he was already on record as 
opposing tax increases. 

Neun had voted against the May- 
or’s measures because, he said, he 
thought a sufficient amount of de- 
linquent taxes could be collected to 
meet the deficit. 

After compiling figures to show 
how the collections would be ap- 
plied, however, Collector Koeln told 
the meeting that even if the entire 
delinquency of $10,295,622 in rea) es- 
tate taxes were collected, only $1,- 
465,435, or about $1,000,000 less than 
the amount needed, would be avail- 


able for bond interest and sinking 


fund requirements. 

Koeln added that he considered 
the city would be “fortunate if it 
collects 30 per cent of the delin- 
quency.” Only a negligible sum 
would be available for bond pur- 
poses from collections on delinquent 
personal property taxes, Koeln said, 
estimating that no more than a 
small part of the $2,000,000 due was 
collectible, 

Aldermanic Suggestions. 

Substitute proposals made by in- 
dividual Aldermen included sugges- 
tions for a 10 per cent pay cut for 
city employes, as effective last year 
until the recent restoration: a tax 
on securtiy transactions on the local 
exchange and a $10 annual tax on 
each person earning a living in St. 
Louis but residing outside the city. 

The proposal for a general sales 
tax was brought forward again by 
Alderman Waldman (Rep.), and 
Hennerich (Dem.). Waldman also 
suggested the security tax, but Al- 
derman Terry said it would provide 
little revenue as transactions were 
pe oa wg A limited. In advocating 

sales tax, Hennerich said he op- 
posed the Mayor's proposals as 
“class legislation” imposing burdens 
on particular businesses. 

Neumann's suggestion was for the 
eity pay cut.

Provisions of New Railroad Labor 
Mediation Act. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—The 


Dill-Crosser railroad labor Dill 
signed yesterday by President 
Roosevelt provides for conciliation 
machinery for the railroad indus- 
try, and is an outgrowth of one of 
the recommendations of Joseph B. 
Eastman, the Federal Railroad 
Co-ordinnitor, whose office was 
created a year ago to aid in solv- 
ing many railway transportation 
problems. 

Under it is created 2 National 
Railroad Adjustment Board com- 
posed of equal representation of the 
carriers and workers, along with a 
new mediation board of three. The 
present mediation board of five is 
abolished. 

The adjustment board is divided 
tle disputes between rail companies 
and their employes on wages, 
working conditions and contracts. 
If the board is unable to agree, the 
mediation board will appoint a ref- 
eree. 

The bill provides that workers 
may be free to join any organiza- 
tion they desire and tha: carriers 
may not maintain, aid or control 
labor organizations of the em- 
ployes. It specifically prohibits car- 
rier managements from requiring 
employes to sign “yellow dog” con- 
tracts, requiring them to join 
company unions. 

Machinery is set up for taking 
secret ballots to enable the board 
of mediation to determine what 
representatives the employes desire 


to have negotiate for them on wages |.

mony against Lacy; that this doc- 
ument was prepared by Paul 
Richards; and that he signed it 
at a Clayton law office last 
month, after Richards paid him 
$1000 on behalf of Lacy. 

That, before testifying before 
the grand jury against Lacy, 
Keeton consulted a lawyer, Irv- 
ing Spencer, and that subsequent- 
ly he received at various times 
sums amounting to $1100 or $1200 
from J. Porter Henry, member of 
a law firm representing the Post- 
Dispatch, All the dealings related 
by Keeton were with the attor- 
neys for the Post-Dispatch. At 
the time, Richards had a suit for 
$500,000 pending against the Post- 
Dispatch, which was dismissed by 
Richards after the State Supreme 
Court disbarred him last October. 

That Lacy, at the second Rich- 
ards trial, “stole” or “took” the 
notebook of a court stenographer, 
containing the questioning of 
prospective jurors, it being Kee- 
ton’s understanding that the notes 
would show false replies by one 
of the jurors to questions as to 
his qualifications for service: 
Keeton said he took charge of the 
book for Lacy. 

Bass Produces Document. 

The document signed by Keeton, 
for signing which he says he got 
$1000 from Richards, was in Attor- 
ney Bass’ hands during the cross- 
questioning. Bass’ questions, 
through the early part of the after- 
noon, were about matters apparent- 
ly irrelevant. 

Keeton replied in a cool and un- 
disturbed manner to a long series 
of questions which seemed to have 
no other intent than to harrass 
him, and perhaps to cast doubt on 
his memory or his veracity.

Lacy Jury-“Fixing”’ Trial 
Postponed Until Monday 


Bass strove to bring into contrast 
the story of receiving money from 
Richards, in behalf of Lacy, with 
he admission of taking money from 
lawyers representing the Post-Dis- 
patch. He sought to represent this 
as taking money “from both sides.” 

Keeton’s reply to this was that 
the Post-Dispatch, so far as he 
could learn from the lawyers, was 
not interested in prosecuting Lacy, 
but was interested in defending the 
damage suit brought against it by 
Richards, and that the facts about 
Richards’ trial, known to him, had 
an obvious bearing on the damage 
suit. He said no money was prom- 
ised to him by the Post-Dispatch, 
and that the payments made by At- 
torney Henry were in several sums, 
for his expenses in the past year. 

Tells of Second Trial. 

As to the “fixing” of the second 
Richards trial, Keeton testified that 
it was accomplished by Oliver C.

Kee- 
ton testified that he accompanied 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc 
Laughlin to the penitentiary “to try 
to get Oliver Hoge to tell the 
truth.”

Jury List Seized by Detectives in 
Law Offices in March, 1933. 


The indictment charging Verne 
Lacy and Joseph W. Hartman with 
corrupting Juror Edward L. Anna 
was voted on May 16, 1933, less than 
two months after city detectives 
had seized lists of petit and grand 
jurors in law offices at 1218 Olive 
street shared by Lacy and four 
other lawyers. 

The lists, comprising the names 
of 180 prospective petit jurors and 
all the members of the April grand 
jury, were taken to the office by 
Henry West, Negro messenger for 
the Circuit Clerk, who habitually 
picked up’ the jury rosters at the 
Sheriff's office and carried them to 
the Judges of the Circuit Court for 
Criminal Causes in the Municipal 
Courts Building. 

Informed that West, a trusted 
messenger with a record of 12 years 
of continuous employment by the 
Circuit Clerk, would leave the lists 
in the office in the Olive street of- 
fice building, detectives stationed a 
‘policewoman in the reception room 
without revealing her identity. 

Papers and Seized. 


The policewoman saw West leave 
some papers on the desk of the 
office stenographer, Miss Odessa 
Simpkins, and called detectives who 
were waiting outside. Several de- 
tectives entered the office and 
seized the lists, while others fol- 


nied knowledge of the lists, as also 
did other lawyers in the office.

Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line Re- 
ceiver to Sue Broker 
for Accounting.

CHICAGO, June 22, — Federal 
Judge Charles EK. Woodward yes- 
terday authorized Thurlow G. Es- 
sington, ancillary receiver for the 
Missouri-Kansas Pipe Dime Co., to 
institute proceedings for an ac- 
counting of funds in the United 
States District. Court at Indian- 
apolis. Defendants include Frank 
P. Parish, former head of the com- 
pany, who is under indictment on 
charges of fraudulent use of the 
mails, and W. O. Maguire, New 
York broker. 

The bill charges that Maguire re- 
ceived compensation of $1,000,000 in 
cash for negotiating a $20,000,000 
loan from the National City Bank 
of New York on the behalf of the 
Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line Co., 
a Missouri-Kansas subsidiary. Ma- 
guire is alleged to have received 
$1,000,000 in cash and 125,000 
shares of Missouri-Kansas stock 
from the bank and additional $450,- 
000 and 100,000 shares of Missouri- 
Kansas stock from the Parish con- 
cern for his services. 

Maguire, the complaint set out, 
split his compensation with Parish 
through the Larchmont Co., Ltd., of 
Canada, which was wholly owned 
by Parish. An accounting is asked 
for on the premise that Maguire 
obtained the compensation illegally. 


incriminate themselves, They were

Among trials set in the April 
term of 1933, in which jurors in- 
cluded in the list seized in the of- 
fice were to sit, was that of Ralph 
Pierson, charged with murder in 
connection with the burning of the 
Buckingham Hotel, for insurance, 
with the loss of seven lives, on Dec. 
5, 1927. Lacy was his attorney. 
Pierson was convicted of second- 
degree murder and was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. In an earlier 
trial he had been sentenced to 
death, but had obtained a reversal 
from the Supreme Court. 

Jury lists have for years been 
kept secret in accordance with the 
rules of the Circuit Court. Under 
this practice, neither prosecution 
nor defense counsel has any right 
to know the name of any person 
selected for jury service until that 
person's name is called in court by 
the bailiff. 

Basis of Paul Richards’ $500,000 
Suit Against the Post-Dispatch. 
Following his acquittal of the 

kidnaping charge in the Alexander 
Berg case Paul Richards filed 
‘suit against the Post-Dispatch for 
$500,000, charging libel. He based 
his complaint particularly. on the 
phrase, “self-declared agent of the 
kidnapers of Alexander Berg,” 
used to describe him in an article 
published Nov. 11, 1931, telling of 
his arrest that day on the kidnap- 
ing charge. 

On Nov. 8, 1933, following his dis- 
-barment by the Missouri Supreme 
Court because of his conduct in the 
Berg case, Richards dismissed the 
libel suit. The Supreme Court, in 
its opinion: disbarring Richards, 
found that, “According to the  re- 
spondent’s (Richards’) own admis- 
sions, he accepted a retainer fee 
of $1000 from Berg for legal serv- 
ices to be rendered in procuring his 
release, with good reason to believe 
that his employment was being dic- 
tated by the kidnapers and was not 
the voluntary act of Berg, and he 
used the situation to coerce an 
agreement to pay an additional 
contingent fee of $10,000. However, 
the clear and convincing weight of 
the evidence is ... that he accepted 
this payment of $1000 with the as- 
surance that upon Berg’s release 
he would be paid the ransom of 
$50,000 indicated by the note pay- 
able to his order for that amount 
which Berg had signed under com- 
pulsion.” ' 

After calling attention Rich- 
ards’ “own unexplained choice as 
‘pay-off man by the kidnapers,” 
and his “knowledge of their move- 
ments and identity,” the opinion 
said, “It is hard to think of a 
practice more devastating to right 
standards of an honorable profes- 
sion, or more hostile to the public 
good. According to all the deci- 
sions, such conduct renders an 
attorney unfit to engage further in 
the practice of law.”

GALION, O., June 22.—Mrs. Eu- 
lailia Callender of Galion today re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Audrey 
Hancock of Maywood, Ind., sister 
of John Dillinger, saying: “John is 
alive.” “The letter also said today 
was John’s thirty-second birthday. 

“We heard from John. He is 
well,” the letter to Mrs. Callender 
said. “We don’t know where he is 
hiding. I wish I did know. We 
have so much mail for him. 

“Today, Friday, June 22, is his 
thirty-second birthday.

‘I don’t know how many pages it 
was; it was a long story; so he 
gave me the money before ever I

Alois Duda, proprietor of the fill- 
ing staiion, identified Perkins as 
one of five men who robbed him 
of $400 and said that a gold ring 
with a red stone and a $5 gold 
piece, found in Perkins’ possession, 
had been taken in the robbery. 


Robber Praised Milk. 
Duda also identified the body of 


Biggs as one cf the robbers and 
said he was the man who covered 
him with a pistol. While the rob- 
bery was in progress, Duda said, 
Biggs drank some milk and the 
others’ ate hamburgers, Biggs re- 
marking, “This is the best milk I 
ever drank.” He said he was posi- 
tive of Biggs’ identification because 
of his “protrading lips.” 

Perkins was identified as one of 
the robbers of the Mill Spring Bank 
by W. R. Rhodes, cashier, who 
came to East St. Louis last night 
with R. S- Osborn and LC. Ben- 
nett, Prosecuting Attorney and 
Sheriff, respectively, of Wayne 
County. 

Rhodes said Perkins was one of 
three men who last May 10 robbed 
the bank of $400 and kidnaped him 
and two citizens, releasing them 
about a half-mile out of town. He 
gaid Perkins was the man who cov- 
ered him with a pistol Rhodes 
also looked at the body of Biggs 
but failed to connect him with the 
robbery. 

Stolen Plates in Auto. 

Perkins’ identification was 
brought about when a set of stolen 
Missouri license plates discovered 
in the wreckage of the car tallied 
with that used in the bank rob- 
bery. Another set of plates found 
in the car had been issued to Louis 
J. Anderson, 5330 Pershing avenue, 
and tallied with tne motor number 
of the car. Anderson reported that 
his car, a 1934 Ford sedan, had 
been stolen in East St. Louis 
June 5. 

The automobile crash occurred on 
Illinois State Highway No. 3, near 
Columbia. Perkins and Biggs, ac- 
cording to. friends in another car, 
had attended a dance in Dupo and 
were on theif way to Columbia, 
Their car, going about 75 miles an 
hour, failed to make a turn and 
crashed into a concrete bridge rail- 
ing above a culvert. 

Perkins is suffering from frac- 
tures of the skull and right arm. 
East 8+. Louis authorities said if 
he recovered he would be turned 
over to Madison County authorities 
for the robbery of the Staunton 
filling ste.tion.

pared to combat the “red menace,” 
which they visualize at their very 
doors, citizens here have turned 
vigilantes, ready to swing into ac- 
tion against any Communist or 
suspected radical at the shriek of 
a fire siren. 

Formed for the avowed purpose 
of “keeping the reds from taking 
the town” and promoting “peace 
and law enforcement” the vigilante 
organization has .a nucleus of 100 
special policemen bearing creden- 
tial cards issued by Mayor 8. B. 
Brown. 

Besides the special police, which 
include most of the mercharts and 
professional men of the community 
the vigilant s have enrolled four 
neighboring township “Anti-Thief 
Associatio.s,” composed of farmers 
banded together to resist depreda- 
tions by trespassers, including vis- 
itors fro.. the city who hunt on 
land without permission. ~~, 

Sponsors of the movement esti- 
mated today that 500 men can be 
assembled in 40 minutes. 

Mayor Brown said that the vigi- 
lantes were formed several weeks 
ago after a disturbance at City 
Hall when a crowd of several hun- 
dred “relief demonstrators” held 
City Councilmen prisoners for 
about three hours until they recon- 
vened and rescinded a proclamation 
forbidding public meetings. | 
Prompted by Relief Demonstration. 

The scene at City Hall, he re- 
lated, climaxed a éseries.of relief 
demonstrations which included 
mass meetings in the City Park 
and the picketing of the home and 
Place. of business A. J. Eekhoff 
a member of the Montgomery 
County Relief Committee. 

“While we were holding our 
council meeting,” Mayo: Brown 
said, “about 600 persons forced 
their way in the room, making 
such a noise that they drowned out 
the sound of the fire siren which 
someone blew to summon help 
After we rescinded the proclama- 
tion, which hadn’t been obeyed 
anyway, the mob dispersed,” 

The demonstration so incensed 
citizens of the town, the Mayor 
said, that the vigilantes were or- 
ganized. Arrests under the Illinois 
“treason code” of most of the il 
men now confined in Hillsboro jail 
came after the scene at the council 
meeting, he added. 

Mayor Brown estimated that 99 
per cent of the town’s population 
of 2400 are co-operating in the vigi- 
lante movement, which he deemed 
a very good thing fr the time be- 
ing. 

A system of signals for assembly 
has been arranged, the Mayor said, 
and that three blasts or the fire 
siren would causé men to pour into 
the street. 

“As special police, the men are 
authorized to carry firearms while 
on duty,” Mayor Brown said, “but 
I have suggested that firearms be 
used only if it becomes necessary. 
Ax handles and baseball dats 
probably are best for general use.” 

The Mayor said the best people 
in town hastened to become vigil- 
antes. 

“Why, when we heard that mob 
was figuring on coming back,” the 
Mayor recalled, “the streets were 
full of. special police. You couldn't 
hardly see a Communist or a Red. 
Had to go to their homes to get 
them.” 

The only trouble encountered by 
the vigilantes thus far is lack of 
something to do, their organizer, 
Dr. J. M. Hoyt, a practicing physi- 
cian here for 20 years and Repub- 
lican State Committeeman from

“But we take people fn and ques- 
tion them on suspicion,” Dr. Hoyt 
said, “and that’s a pretty good idea, 
It keeps the boys enthused. We 


just finished quizzing four fellows. 


Had to let them go. We 4idn’t 
really have anything on them. But 
it all went to show them this com- 
munity stands for Americanism 
only.” 

Ranks of the “red-hunters” aré 
strengthened by the entire member- 
ship of Waple-Bauer Post, American 
Legion, which voted unanimously to 
join, angered because of disparag- 
ing remarks made by speakers at 
meetings in City Park. Placards, 
headed “A Timely Warning” -and 
consisting of an attack on Com- 
munism by National Commander 
Hayes of the American Legion, are 
displayed in most of the local 
stores. ‘ 
Siren for “Suspects.” 

The fire siren isn’t necessary al- 
ways to get action. A jerk of the 
thumb sometimes does the trick. 
When the three attorneys came to 
town a few days ago, one Vigilante 
signaled to another and soon a4 
group followed a few feet behind 
them. 

“Bight of us just lined up across 
the sidewalk, not saying a word,” 
Dr. Hoyt said, “and kept right be- 
hind them, When they got to the 
Magistrate’s house we just formed 
anh oval around them, 

“Well, sir, I looked them right in 
the eyes. Asked them what they 
wanted. They said they wanted to 
gee ‘the papers’ pertaining to the 
arrests of the men at Hillsboro jail, 
that they were defending them. 
“fT simply told them, ‘Now you 
have overstepped; those men have 
called ex-service men “rats and 
dirty cowards.” They have no de- 
fense. You'll see no papers here. 
Get out of town. They turned 
white and got out.” 

Unit Organization. 

Dr. Hoyt, who observed that “we 
are ready, we are keen,’ described 
a unit system of organization, op- 
erating through captains, which 
serves to quickly summon vigilantes 
within a six-mile radius. Activities 
of the vigilantes, he said are direct- 
ed not only against avowed Com- 
munists but against “their sympa- 
thizers” and “anybody else who 
isn’t interested in good government 
and the principles for which _ this 
country stands.” 

“We are serious about this thing,” 
Dr. Hoyt said, “and we are doing 
our patriotic duty. It’s safe to say 
that if they try to start anything 
there won’t be any arrests—they 
had better make their peace with 
God, that’s all.” 

“Nokomis is justly proud of us,” 
he concluded, “we ‘are red-blooded 
Americans.”

URGED AT NRA HEARING 


Labor Department and Publish- 
ers Oppose. Hiring Children 
Under 14. 


PY ASHINGTON. June 22.—Advo- 
cating a bar against the employ- 
ment of boys under 14 to sell or de- 
liver newspapers, the Labor Depart- 
ment held today that the newspa- 
r industry “is responsible for the 
reales single pool of commercial- 
ised child labor” in the country. 
The statement was made by Ar- 
thur J. Altmeyer, assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor, at an NRA hearing 
on a proposed amendment to the 
daily newspaper and the graphic 


tarts codes. 


Publishers contend varying condi- 
tions would make impossible @ set 
limit of 14 years for the entire 
country and that furthermore sell- 
ing and delivering newspapers gives 
boys experience by which they 
profit later. 

Altmeyer held the proposed 
amendment would “affect only un- 
usual cases” and benefit the entire 
néwspaper industry. He pointed out 
that virtually évery other industry 
had accepted a 16-year-old child la- 
bor limit. 


Publisher Stern’s Testimony. 


To Altmeyer’s argument was add- 
ed that of J. David Stern, publish- 
er of several newspapers including 
the Philadelphia Record and New 
York Evening Post. 

“In my opinion this amendment 
would not be any hardship on the 
newspaper business but would be of 
distinct benefit,” Stern testified. 
“The only trouble is that it is not 
strong enough. It would be of more 
benefit if the minimum age were 
put gradually up to 16. 

“That would be but a small con- 
tribution to the New Deal and the 
elimination of child labor through- 
out the United States.” 

Pointing out the amendment was 
proposed as a result of a survey 
ordered by President Roosevelt, 
Stern added: — 

“If we don't fall in line with what 
really amounts to a réquest of the 
President, we estop ourselves from 
opposing abusés in other industries 
which have béen partially but not 
wholly eliminated by the NRA.” 

Another Gives Approval. 

Courtnéy Dinwiddie, secretary of 
the National Child Labor Commit- 
tee, indorsed the amendment and 
said: 

“The question remains then, will 
the newspapers of the country 
which so largely mold public opin- 
ion co-operate with the policy rep- 
resentéd by this proposed clause, 
which gives them special privileges, 
or will they ask that all age re- 
strictions be wiped out for the sale 
and delivery of papers in this in- 
dustry. 

“It is difficult ‘to believe that the 
papers will wish to be the only in- 
dustry in all of the thotisands in 
the United States to receive such 
a right to use child-labor down to 
the youngest ages.” 

Telegram From ‘Warden Lawes. 

Warden Lewis E. Lawes of Sing 
Sing prison sent a telegram to Din- 
widdie saying, in part: 

“Recently I had a census taken 
here in Sing Sing to determine the 
number of inmates who had sold 
newspapers in their youth. The ex- 
amination showed that of the 2300 
men, over 69 per cent had done so. 
... These figures support my con- 
tention, based on nearly 30 years’ 
experience, that juvenile delinquen- 
cy and so-called criminal tenden- 
cies are largely the result of detri- 
mental influénces and associations 
that can often be corrected.

FOR $47,000 OVER 
GRAND BANK LOAN 


Receiver for Depository 
Seeking to Collect on 
' Notes Given in 1932 by 
Former General Counsel. 


Suit for $47,357 against Albert D. 
Nortoni was filed in Federal Court 
yesterday by the receiver for the 


Grand National Bank, seeking to 
collect notes given to the bank in 
1932. 

In his petition the receiver, John 
W. Snyder, alleges the notes be- 
came due 90 days after they were 
made, but were not paid when due. 
Nortoni has since refused to pay 
them, according to the petition. 

Nortoni, formerly general coun- 
sel for the bank, and counsel for 
the Continental Life Insurance Co., 
declined to comment. He was once 
a Circuit Judge. 

The petition alleges that Nortoni 
signed a note for $41,880 on Nov- 
26, 1932, giving as collateral stock 
in the Continental Life Insurance 
Co., recently placed in the hands 
of State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance O’Maliey, and stock of the 
Continental Securities & Holding 
Co. 

On the same day, the petition al- 
leges, Nortoni signed a note for 
$1000, and a month later gave a 
third note for $4500, also secured 
by stock of the holding company. 
Nortoni’s bank balance of $22.76 has 
been applied toward payment of 
the third note. 

Snyder filed suit also against H. 
H. Scheer, on a $2400 note, and to 
collect $12,500 representing a 100 
per cent assessment on 125 shares 
of the bank’s stock owned by 
Scheer. 


WIFE DIVORCES . ATTORNEY 


Mrs. Frances Breck Perry Obtains 
Decree. 

Mrs. Frances Breck Perry, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Breck, 
5959 Clemens avenue, obtained a 
divorce in Circuit Judge Bader’s 
court yesterday from Kenneth Per- 
ry, New York attorney. She charged 
mental cruelty and non-support. 
Perry did not contest. 

They were married in April, 1930, 
and separated Dec. 23, 1932, when 
she came to St. Louis to live with 
her parents. She said Perry had 
told her he “was tired of looking at 
an empty face all the time and said 
I could have a divorce whenever I 
wanted one.” She was granted cus- 
tody of their two chidlren, Frances 
Breck, 3 years old, and Peter, 18 
months. Her father is president of 
the Selden-Breck Construction Co.

DIRECTLY TO INDUSTRY 
gees BF. 
First Action Taken in Plan to 


- Spread Fund of $580,- 
000,000.

WASHINGTON, June 22. — The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion today began direct lending to 
industry, announcing regulations 
under which such loans would be 


made. 

Chairman Jesse H. Jones said the 
corporation board approved about 
$500,000 worth of industrial loans. 
He would not disclose names of 
borrowers. 

The corporation plans to spread 
its pool of $580,000,00v for this pur- 
pose as widely as possible through 
participation in loans by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks and ordinary 
banks. 

Jones said industrial advisory 
boards would be formed in each 
place where the corporation had a 
loan office and that these commit- 
tees would assist in examining 
loans. It is planned to end the 
lending program January. The 
loans were authorized under legis- 
lation recently passed by Congress. 

The loans made yesterday were 
to concerns that have had applica- 
tions with the corporation some 
time under the community mort- 
gage company plan. 

Optional Methods of Borrowing. 


Jones said each had been given 
the option of taking a direct loan 
or organizing a mortgage company 
to handle the loans for a group of 
business houses. ; 
Applications for industrial loans 
must be made in the district in 
which the factory or business is 
located. The corporation has loan 
agencies in 32 cities corresponding 
with the Federal. Reserve Bank 
cities or cities where there is a re- 
serve bank branch. No application 
will be received directly at Wash- 
ington. 

The maximum loan any company 
may receive from the corporation 
is $500,000 and the maximum period 
for which loans will be made is 
five years. Prevailing bank rates 
of interest for the type of loan ap- 
plied for will be charged. 

Purpose of Loans. 

Loans are to be made for work- 
ing capital and similar purposes, 
with the idea primarily of creating 
employment. Money cannot, except 
in exceptional cases, be borrowed 
to-pay debts. Construction loans 
will be made only when new con- 
struction is necessary to enable the 
borrower to operate more effective- 
ly. 

Consumer purchases, instadment 
sales or similar contracts are 
barred. Imports and exports can- 
not be financed by such loans nor 
will the corporation lend for de- 
velopment or promotional purposes. 

AH borrowers must agree to abide 
by NRA rules and the corporation 
reserves the right to limit salaries. 
No company can declare a dividend 
while it owes money to the RFC 
without specific permission of the 
corporation.

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COTTON OUTPUT QUOTA 
FIXED FOR 19 STATES 


AAA Tells 1000 Counties How 
Much They May Grow 
Under Control Act. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—The 

Agricultural ' Adjustment Adminis- 

tration yesterday told 1000 counties 


in 19 Southern and Western states 
just how much cotton they may 
grow for tax-exempt sale. Few ap- 
peals are expected. 

The quotas promulgated by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace limit 
total production to 10,460,251 bales 
under the terms of the Bankhead 
control act. The quotas were 
based on previous production. 

“No appeal will be entertained 
except on a showing by sworn 
statements, accompanied by evi- 
dence and reference to published 
records, so convincing as to lead to 
but one conclusion—that a serious 
injustice has been done,” Cully A. 
Cobb, chief of the cotton section, 
said. , 

State boards will allot individual 
planters’ quotas. County commit- 
tees will make quota application 
blanks available to growers within 
a few days. The State boards’ de- 
cisions will be final unless proof 
of unfair discrimination, based on 
records of past crops, is presented. 

Largest Allotment to Texas. 

Texas received the largest State 
quota, 3,237,530 bales. Mississippi's 
was 1,098,728 bales. A Mississippi 
county received the largest county 
quota, 87,826 bales. 

Farmers will receive tax-exemp- 
tion certificates for the number of 
bales of cotton their quotas call for. 
All cotton produced above that 
amount will be subject to a sales 
tax of 50 per cent. 

In establishing the quotas the ad- 
ministration reserved 10 per cent 
of each State's allotment for later 
distribution among farmers who do 
not raise cotton as a principal crop, 
first-year producers, those whose 
crop has been previously injured 
by natural adversity, and those 
who have voluntarily reduced pro- 
duction in the past three years. 

“Joker” in Bankhead Act. 

About half of the 10 per cent 
reduction was canceled, however 
by a so-called joker in the Bank- 
head act which set the total pro- 
duction at 10,000,000 bales of 500 
pounds weight. Cotton is sold in 
standard bales of 478 pounds net 
weight, the additional 22 pounds 
being “tare” or the binding of the 
bale. Thus in estimating the pound- 
age of cotton which could be sold 
the total number of tax-exempt 
bales was increased to 10,460,251.

48,000 REGISTER FOR PRIMARY 
IN SUPPLEMENTAL ENROLLMENT 


Record Number of Voters Expected 
to Be on Books for City 
Poll in August. 

About 48,000 persons registered 
yesterday in the special supplemen- 
tary registration for the August 
primary election, officials of the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
estimated today. The registration 
was for those who had moved or 
become 21 years of age or who 
otherwise had qualified as voters 
by residing in the State a year and 
in the city 60 days. 

The present registration is 316,916.

40 TYPHOID CASES FOLLOW 
CHICAGO STOCKYARDS FIRE 


One Boy Dies After Drinking Wa- 
ter Diverted From Sewer 
During Blaze. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 22.—Edward Do- 
lan, 17 years old, son of a Fire Cap- 
tain, died yesterday, a victim of 
typhoid fever contracted-during the 
recent stockyards fire. 

It was learned that more than 
40 persons have been stricken with 
the disease in the last three weeks. 
Dr. Harold P. Sullivan, Fire De- 
partment physician, ordered all 
nurses, internes, patients and nuns 
at St. Anthony’s Hospital, where 
the boy died, inoculated immediate- 
ly. 
Investigation brought out that 
during the stockyards fire water 
was diverted from a sewer to the 
great reservoir used for watering 
cattle. Piped to the pens, this wa- 
ter was drunk by firemen and 
spectators 

About 200 firemen and others are 
under observation as suspected vic- 
tims of amoebic dysentery or other 
intestinal infection caused by the 
polluted water.

In Los Angeles 


Infantile Paralysis Epidemic 


Is City’s Most 


Widespread But Least Virulent 


Death Rate in 554 Cases .7 of 1 Pct., Against 
6.7 Pct. in 1930—Prompt Serum 
Treatment Used. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal. June 22. 
-—In the most widespread, although 
least virulent, epidemic of infantile 
| paralysis in the history of Los 
| Angeles, 554 new cases have been 
reported from May 1 to June 15. 
City health officials have made no 
effort to prevent normal public 
activities, but have directed their 
efforts toward prompt discovery 
and treatment of all new cases. 

The nursing staff in the public 
schools has been increased, so that 
every child is under continuous 
Observation and every absence 
from school is immediately investi- 
gated. In addition the city is con- 
ducting a daily campaign of pub- 
licity, educating the public to call 
a doctor immediately upon the de 
velopment of symptoms that are 
even suspicious. 

Of 176 cases recorded in May, 
there were only three deaths. Of 
374 cases the first half of this 
month there has been only one 
death. The death rate thus far is 
geven-tenths of 1 per cent, as, com- 
pared with 6.7 per cent in the 
smaller epidemic of 1930, and an in- 
ternational average infantile par- 
alysia death rate of 13.6 per cent, 
computed by the League of Na- 
tions. In the 1930 épidemic here, 
454 cases were reported in five 
months, with 26 deaths. 

Percautions Taken. 

The only prohibitions stressed by 
the City Health Department have 
been directed against public swim- 
ming pools and the beaches, al- 
though no swimming pools have 
been ordered closed. The city has 
received excellent co-operation 
from swimming pool operators and 
most of them have not operated 
| this summer. 
| “What's the use of ordering pools 
closed?” one health executive 
| asked. “If people are determined 
to go swimming they can always 
go to the beach and we can’t close 
up the ocean.” 

The warning against swimming is 
not based upon possible spread of 
contagion, but upen the medical 
theory that the major protection of 
the individual against infection lies 
in the.normal secretions from the 
mucous membrane of the nose and 
throat. These secretions are abnor- 
mally washed away when swim- 
ming and normal resigtance to dis- 
ease is thus lowered. Extreme fa- 
tigue also is held to be contribu- 
tory to easy infection. 

The only acute situation so far 
developed around the first of this 
month at the County Hospital 
there the contagious building and 
staff, organized to handle 115 pa- 
tients, suddenly was called upon to 
receive 600 to 700 poliomyelitis vic- 
tims, and suspected patients. The 
laboratory staffs were swamped 
and doctors and nurses were forced 
to work 18 and 20 hours a day until 
competent relief staffs were organ- 
ized. As a result five doctors and 
20 nurses have fallen victims to the 
disease. The old hospital building, 
recently vacated when the new $8, 
000,000 building was opened, has 
been reopened and converted into 
an infantile paralysis building.

Succeeding epidemics 
seldom strike the same districts. 
The present outbreak is localized in 
the Eastern and Southern sections 
of Los Angeles, the number of 
cases in Western districts and Hol- 
lywood being negligible. 


350 Cases Outside of City. 


Outside the city, according to 
Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, county health 
office, there have been 350 cases 
with three deaths. These cases are 
heaviest in the Belvedere district, 
contiguous to Los Angeles on the 
East, in Alhambra and in Glendale. 

County officials have conducted 
the same type of campaign as their 
Los Angeles co-workers, both 
stressing immediate serum treat- 
ment with immunized blood ob- 
tained from convalescent patients. 
The county health department has 
prepared in its own laboratory 10 
gallons of this serum. 

Three physicians from the Rock- 
efeller Medical Institute, Dr. Leslie 
Webster, Dr. John Paul and Dr. 
James F. Trask, arrived from the 
East this week with a cargo of 
monkeys to work in the health de- 
partment laboratories, classifying 
the data evailable and seéking new 
means of combating this disease. 
The monkey is the only animal 
thus far found that is susceptible 
to the disease for experimental! pur- 


poses.

BRITAIN INVITES GERMANY 
TO “TALK OVER” DEBTS 


Ground for Default on Young and 
Dawes Loans Rejected in 
Strongly-Worded Note.

In the opening communication to | 
Sir John the German Ambassador 
gaid Germany desires to pay its 
debts but that this is possible only 
to the extent’ to which “foreign 
countries—that is, in the present 
circumstances, practically the cred- 
itor coumtries—open additional mar- 
kets.” 

Sir John replied that exports 
from Germany to the United King- 
dom always had exceeded British | 
exports to Germany. The excess in 
favor of Germany amounted to $67,- 
600,000 in the year ending March

Victor E. Powell Convicted of 
Holdup Killing of B. L. Van 
House; Four Await Trial.

CARTHAGE, Mo., June 22.—Vic- 
tor E. Powell of Denver, a former 


cormvict, was convicted yesterday of 
first degree murder in the killing 
last March 3 of B. L. Van Hoose, 
Carthage capitalist.

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Harold St. Clair Arrested in 

‘New Orleans With Pistol 
“Used to Shoot Dr. Meyer 
of Eldorado. 


By ine Associated Press. 

NEW OKLEANS, June 22.—Har- 
old St. Clair, Ohio ex-convict, was 
arrested here late yesterday and 
he admitted, police safd, that he 
killed Dr. Homer I. Meyer, 55 
years vld, wealthy dentist and real 
estate dealer of Eldorado, IIl., on 
the outskirts of Equality, near 
Eldorado iast Sunday night. He 
had two pistols in a handbag. One 
of them, he said, was the one used 
in the kiling. There were two dis- 
charged shells and five leaded ones 


in this pistol. : 
Although Illinois officers said in- 
dications were that Dr. Meyer had 
been tortured before he was shot, 
they were unable to ascribe any 
motive for the crime. The prisoner 
refused to shed any light on this. 
He told Chief of Detectives John 
J. Grosch here that he would not 
fight extradition and “I will go to 
the electric chair, but the reason 
I killed Meyer will go with me.” 


St. Clair’s Story of Killing. 


St. Clair said he met Dr. Meyer 
in Eldorado last week after going 
there with a “Miss Evelyn Ander- 
son,” his “traveling companion,” 
whom he said he met early this 
year at Corpus Christi, Tex. He 
said he was looking for a place to 
start a book store. Dr, Meyer 
owned a building which appeared 
to be suitable. 

“Dr. Meyer was talkative,” St. 
Clair was quoted as saying. “He 
told mec he was getting on in years 
and had a 243-acre farm he want- 
ed to sell. He took me out to see 
the »lace. We made an appoint- 
ment to return to the farm for an- 
other inspection later. Before the 
second trip to the farm, St. Clair 
said, he conceived the idea of 
“swindling” Dr. Meyer. 

Without amplifying this, St. Clair 
went on with his story. After he 
and Dr. Meyer reached the farm 
shack, he said, he shot Meyer in 
the chest and then fired a builet 
into his back as he turned and ran 
out the door.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Com- 
paring the actions of the past Con- 
gress with the abdication of the 


Italian Parliament under Mussolini, 
Senator Daniel O. Hastings, .co- 
chairman of the Republican Sena- 
torial-Congressional Committee, last 
night formally opened his part in 
the forthcoming election by deciar- 
ing that the Republican party ex- 
pects to elect enough Republican 
Senators and Representatives to 
demonstrate that the people do not 
approve what is being done by 
this administration. 

“If we do not succeed,” he said, 
“I predict that what the next Con- 
gress will do to destroy constitu- 
tional government will make the 
works of the past Congress look 
conservative.” 

The Hastings statement was in 
the nature of a general review of 
the work of the Seventy-third Con. 
gress just adjourned. He asserted 
that “not since Mussolini asked a 
grant of full opewers and obtained 
it from the then potential and pow- 
erful, but now impotent Italian Par- 
liament, has there been such an 
exaction by an ‘executive from the 
elected representatives of the po- 
ple as has been demanded and 
given to President Roosevelt.” 

Emphasizes Grants of Power. 

Whereas representative Chester 
C. Bolton of Ohio, co-chairman with 
Hastings, recently criticized the 
huge sums appropriated for the dis- 
cretionary use of the President, the 
Delaware conservative emphasized 
the extraordinary grants of power 
to the Executive. 

“Uniess speedily checked,” Hast- 
ings said, “the powers granted may 
mean more than the beginning of 
a decline of American liberty. They 
will mean an end to liberty. They 
are opposed to the doctrine of Jef- 
ferson that the people are governed 
best who are governed least. They 
are quite as opposed to the Repub- 
lican principle, often expressed, 
that it is not withi the province of 
Government to conduct private 
business. Such powers are expres- 
sive of the Socialist idea that the 
State can and shoulc conduct the 
affairs.of the people in the name 
of the common good. They are in- 
imical to the American idea, con- 
sistently held for 150 years, that 
the people should conduct their 
own affairs and depend upon their 
own free initiative for their suc- 
cess, with as little interference from 
Government as possible, dependent 
upon public order and safety. These 
powers give new evidence that 
regimentation, carried to unreason- 
able lengths, may become tyranny. 

“Depreciated Currency 40 Pct.” 

“The power to regulate the cur- 
rency and therefore the measures 
of value of every citizen in the land 
has been taken from Congress and

given to the Paesident, who has de- 
preciated it more than 40 per cent. 
To manipulate Government securi-| 
ties, he has blanket authority to 
secretly expend two billions of dol- 
lars. Under this power over the 
currensy prices have already ficti- 
tiously advanced so that the aver- 
age housewife had to pay 100 per 
cent more for many-things than 
she did a year ago. But wages have 
not increased in proportion. 

“The President has been given 
complete power over business. Un- 
der it, the protection against price 
fixing and monopolistic combina- 
tions in restraint of trade provided 
by the anti-trust laws has been 
taken away, and the small business 
man has found it more and more 
difficult to survive. Because of 
Vague promises given to labor and 
not kept, there have been more 
strikes than for years. He has con- 
trol over the banking system of the 
country. He has power over wages,

stock and commodity exchanges. 
Yet ten millions of wage earners 
are still out of work, and now he 
has the additional power to cut 
tariffs, on the face of the bill 50 
per cent, but careful analysis shows 
that he has the power to destroy 
the tariff entirely and destroy for 
the American producer the Ameri- 
can market, best in the world. 

. “Framer Taken in Hand.” 

“Under the extraordinary powers 
given to the President, the farmer 
has been taken in hand and told 
what he shall not do with his own 
crops and his own property. He 
has been told how much he may 
plant and where. Penal punish- 
ment has been provided if he does 
not obey every mandatory com- 
mand of bureaucracy in every coun- 
ty in the United States. Diversi- 
fied inflation has been resorted to 
in order to provide higher prices 
for his products, but, as was to be 
expected, it has also brought still 
higher prices for what he has to 


“All forms of communication, in- 
cluding the radio are to be regu- 
lated, which means that -they are 
to be regimented in the interests 
of an administration which is seek- 
ing to make the people believe that 
it is entirely right and that the op- 
position is entirely wrong.

Should MacDonald’s health not 
respond to the rest treatment, in- 
formed observers consider his pres- 
ent retreat would provide a grace- 
ful means of political retirement. 
But that is not the Premier's pres- 
ent intention. His hope is to build 
up his strength for the autumn ses- 
sion of parliament, which will pro- 
vide the greatest test the national 
government has faced. 

With MacDonald away, the only 
Laborite among national govern- 
ment leaders will be J. H. Thomas, 
Secretary of Dominions, who lives 
up to his nickname, “Dress-Suit 
Thomas.” 

The former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Philip Snowden, who 
with Thomas‘and MacDonald sup- 
plied Laborite leaders for the ad- 
ministration, proclaimed two weeks 
ago his return to active politics. 
But it was generally believed this 
will largely consist of appeals—or 
protests—against the government’s 
policies. , 

MacDonald’s departure leaves 
the government almost wholly in 
the hands of conservatives, but his 
supporters do not think he has sur- 
rendered to predominant influences. 
Laborites and Liberals such as 
Snowder. ané Sir Herbert Samuel, 
former home secretary, one by one 
have deserted the administration 
until the most popular description 
of MacDonald is that he is a pris- 
oner of Downing street with con- 
servatives as his jailers.

Bolivian government has formally 


asked this government to permit 
the shipment of all munitions con- 
tracted for by Bolivia before May 
28, whether ready for delivery on 
that date or still being manufac- 
tured to the South American coun- 
try regardless of a Presidential pro- 
hibition.

of arms in the United States to 
the Chaco war belligerents. 

The State Department previously 
had ruled any goods bought and 
ready for delivery on that date, 
pursuant to valid contracts and 
paid for in whole or in part, would 
be permitted to be shipped. 

Bolivia protested that this was 
not fair inasmuch as several Bo- 
livian purchases were made for fu- 
ture delivery and that Bolivia, be- 
cause of the time element and mili- 
tary strategy involved, needed these 
goods to carry on the war against

Archbishop McNicholas and the 
three bishops of the committee said 
in a statement that they would op- 
pose immoral and indecent films 
until “a wholesome screen” is at- 
tained. They have “no wish to 
harm or destroy the motion picture 
business,” they said, but were 
moved to action by the “evil char- 
acter of portions of many motion 
pictures, and the low standards of 
some motion pictures.” 

Theaters Effects. 

Their statemient also asserted 
they were informed that “through 
the loyal co-operaton of our Cath- 
olic people, together with a wide- 
spread response on the part of 
others,” motion picture theaters 
“have suffered a severe curtail- 
ment in patronage.”

Rogers later told the Colonel that 
anything he said before the com- 
mittee could not be used against 
him in a criminal proceeding, but 
the Colonel remained silent. 

Previously Col. McMullen had 
said he has time after time repre- 
sented outside interests in legal ca- 
pacities of one kind or another 
while he was on active duty with 
the army. The Colonel testified 
that more than half his work in 
the Judge Advocate-General’s office 
concerned patents. 

Rogers read records _ which 
showed that some of Col. McMul- 
len’s fees had come from firms in- 
terested in patent matters, but the 
Colonel insisted that he had not 
mixed Government business and 
his outside practice. 

In a session that lasted almost 
3 ifive hours, Col. McMullen was ques- 
sitioned about his services for Lind- 
ley C. Morton, officer of the Cuban- 
American Manganese Co. and for 
the company itself. 

Col. McMullen said he took a 
leave of absence of two months and 
25 days, beginning late in March, 
1932, and established a law office 
with the firm of Semmes & Semmes 
in Washington, in the belief that 
he was going to be retired. Dur- 
ing this period services for Mor- 
ton, or the company, Col. McMul- 
len said, netted him $3000. A good 
part of this was a $250 monthly re- 
tainer fee which lasted out the 
vyear 1932. 

Col. McMullen said his work in- 
volved looking up statutes on placer 
mining, but Chairman Rogers read 
several letters about Cuban-Amer- 
ican Co.’s efforts to forestall a tax 
on Cuban manganese in the 1932 
revenue act. 

One letter written by McMullen 
to L. M. Williams; officer of the 
manganese company, said that F 
H. Payne, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, had testified before 
the Senate Finance Committee on 
the value of the Cuban manganese 
supply from a national defense 
standpoint. The letter said Payne 
“at my suggestion, took no posi- 
tion on the tax.”

Treasury Expects to Recover 
$25,000,000 Unpaid Be- 
cause of Bogus Losses.

WASHINGTON, June 27. — The 
Internal Revenue’ Bureau an- 
nounces collections of more than 
$2,500,000 in deficiency taxes dur- 
ing the year as a result of uncov- 
ering fictitious sales of securities 
to members of the same family .or 
close business associates.

# of interest charges and penalties. 


The income tax unit now has pend- 
ing 867 such cases involving $10, 
861,000, exclusive of interest and 
penalties. 

Fictitious sales are being uncov- 
ered through submission by all 
brokers of information returned 
and required by the Revenue Act 
of 1932. More‘than 5,000,000 records 
of individual trading activities have 
been submitted and more are to 
come. 

The records extend back to 1929 
and half of these have been investi- 
gated so far. The tax unit said 
fraudulent claims of stock losses 
through security sales were easily 
identified by establishing whether 
the purchaser had sufficient funds 
to complete the transaction. 

Many taxes are being paid vol- 
untarily, in which case, unless 
fraud attended the transaction, only 
interest is caarged. If fraud is dis- 
covered a 50 per cent penalty is 
added and failure to report carries

Kaburick said his clients were 
“not so down-hearted” on hearing 
of the Court’s action, and still were 
confident their friends outside 
would negotiate their release. The 
lawyer said he was considering a 
writ of habeas corpus in Circuit 
Court at Hillsboro with a view of 
reducing the prisoners’ bail of 
$8000 each. . 

Kaburick said he also might pe- 
tition the Circuit Court for a spe- 
cial grand jury to consider the 
cases. If indictments were voted 
another way would be opened to 
seek bond reductions.

The meat choice of the hurried 
housewife, the tired business wom- 
an, or the inexperienced bride is 
usually chops, either lamb, veal or 
pork. The reason is obvious. Chops 
are tender, they are quickly pre- 
pared and serve the family of 2 or 
10 in economical fashion. 

For dainty individual servings, 
choose rib chops, watching to see 
that the thin bone end is not too 
long and that each chop has plenty of 
fat, which gives that deliciously 
rich, juicy quality to cooked meats. 
Chops cut from the bone are larger, 
including in each chop a bit of the 
delicious tenderloin muscle, and 
are sometimes preferred for this 
reason, 

Ask the butcher to cut individual 
chops three-quarter of an inch thick, 
or if double pocket chops are to be 
made, they should be cut a good 
inch thick so that they may be 
split for stuffing. 

If you want to french or bone 
the chops for variation, do it your- 
self and save the bits of meat and 
bone removed in the process for 
your soup kettle. 

Any kind of ¢hops, veal, lamb 
or pork, are delicious, if cooked as 
short a time as possible to make 
the meat palatable. Cook them in 
the broiler or pan broil them in 
the frying pan over a quick fire. 
Eight to ten minutes will cook sin- 
gle chops, while double chops may 
be roasted or baked for 30 to 45 
minutes in a moderate oven, with- 
out a cover and without the addi- 
tion of any water. Variety in chops 
comes with the tasty garnishes,

Breaded Veal Chops. 

Bone 6 rib veal chops with a 
sharp paring knife. Use the bones 
for making soup stock. Shape the 
chops into circles and wrap one 
thin strip of fresh salt pork or ba- 
con around each piece of meat, fas- 
} tening it with a toothpick. 

Place the meat on the rack of 
the broiling oven about 4” under 
the flame. Cook about 5 minutes 
on each side, depending on the 


}thickness of the chop. Place the 


cooked chops on a hot chop plate 
and serve with Brown Mushroom 
sauce and chopped parsley. 

Brown Mushroom Sauce. 
One and one-half tablespoon but- 


Two tablespoons flour. 

Three-quarters cup brown soup 
stock or boulion prepared from 
boullion cubes.

Brown the flour in butter, add 
soup stock and stir until thickened. 
Season and add mushrooms. 

Frenched Lamb Chops. 

Cut the meat away from the last 
finch of the rib bone of each of six 
lamb rib chops. Save the bits of 
meat for soup stock or for grind- 
ing. Chops so prepared are said to 
‘be frenched. 

Place the chops, with 12 small 
sausages on the rack of the broiler 
and cook for four minutes on each 
side. Season the chops after cook- 
ing. 1 

For a festive dish, arrange the 
chops by standing them upright oh 
the chop plate with paper frills on

Low-Cost But Nutritious and 
Tasty Dishes 
Lead. 


Everywhere in the world, ft 
seems, “energy foods” are the 
cheapest kinds. In.terms of the 
family market basket, that means 
you get more pounds or quarts or 
bushels of corn or-wheat or rice or 
other breadstuffs for your money 
than you can get of any other 
kinds of foods. Fats and sugars, 
with concentrated energy value, are 
also cheap. Calories, by which you 
measure energy value are compara- 
tively inexpensive. 

But man does not live by bread 

alone or by any other single food 
or by calories. He needs the 
foods that will meet his require 
ments for protein and minerals and 
vitamins as well as for starch and 
fat—building foods and “protective” 
foods, such as milk and eggs and 
fruits and vegetables and lean 
meats and fish. 
: e upshot of the matter, then, 
says the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is that pro 
teins and minerals and vitamins as 
a rule come higher. In whatever 
part of the world you live, if you 
have to count the cost of your 
food, you have the problem of get- 
ting enough milk and eggs and 
fruits and vegetables and lean 
meats or fish to balance the bread- 
stuffs and lard and sugar of which 
you can buy more pounds for your 
money. 


Germany Leads in Potatoes. 

The answer to this problem is 
different in different regions. The 
answer depends, of course, on the 
crops, on transportation, and on 
the markets. In Evurope—Northern 
Europe especially, and still more 
especially in Germany, the people 
depend very heavily on potatoes 
and cabbage, in addition to breads 
of many kinds, fish and meat. Ger- 
many now produces all the neces- 
sary kinds of food for the best of 
diets—but 200 years ago she began 
to cultivate the potato as a fam- 
ine-preventive crop. Now she has 
outstripped the world in potato 
production, has passed even Ameri- 
ca from which the potato was 
transplanted to Europe centuries 
ago. Its starch makes the potato 
valuable ag an energy food and, 
because it is cheap.enough to be 
eaten in quantity, its mineral and 
vitamin values are important, too. 

As for cabbage, that is a staple 
of the old world. We have  bor- 
rowed sayerkraut from the Ger- 
man, name &nd all.. Cabbage, be- 
cause of its vitamin C especially, 
and because of its cheapness, is the 
German mainstay of its kind. In 
the United States tomatoes and 
cabbage serve the same purpose in 
low-cost diets, but tomatoes are less 
commonly used in Germany than in 
the United States or in Italy. 

Favorite German Vegetables. 

Salsify, celeriac and kohlrabi are 
favorite German vegetables, along 
with turnips, carfrots, parsnips, 
beets, spinach, Kale, cauliflower, 
Brussels sprouts, beans, peas, on- 
ions, cucumbers, lettuce and al] the 
rest that are more common. Cel- 
eriac, or root-celery, of which only 
the turnip-like root is used, is 
mueh more common in the Old 
World than in the United States. 
We are more familiar with salsify 
and kohlrabi. Salsify, by the way, 
or oyster plant, is an excellent 
source of iron, better than cabbage 
or cauliflower or Brussels sprouts. 
It ranks with the other roots for 
vitamins. Kohirabi, a member of 
the cabbage family, has a turnip- 
shaped “root” or enlarged stem 
just above ground, which is much 
liked when young and tender. It 
is peeled, sliced and cooked—some- 


water—and served in a cream 
sauce. For iron and _ vitamins, 
however, kohlrabi is not as good a 
source as cabbage or Brussels 
sprouts or kale, nor as the other 
cabbage relative, collards, so com- 
mon in our Southern States. 

The German table has its char- 
acteristic meats, its “sours” and 
\“sweet-and-sour” vegetables, its 
cheese, its fruit compotes, its many 
kinds of breads and cakes and pas- 
tries. Schmierkase, which is cot- 
tage cheese to us, is but one of va- 
rious home-made German cheeses, 
which are important because th 
supply milk values that may othe 
erwise be lacking, and in any low- 
cost diet are particularly needed. 

The Bureau of Home Economics 
has borrowed and adapted the fol- 
lowing recipes from German-Amer- 
ican sources: 

n With Gingersnap Gravy 

Cover three or four pounds of 
pot roast of beef.with equal parts 
of vinegar and water.

Now many dietitians are ready 
to acknowledge that the European 
theory of at least one hot dish 
with summer meals is founded on 
solid fact. The extreme summer 
heat, which is so common every- 
where in the United States, is prob- 
ably more enervating and places a 
greater strain on the nervous and/ 
digestive system than the days 
when the thermometer nestles 
around zero. Instead of pouring 
an unremitting stream of iced 
drinks and food into the stomach, 
the present-day theory is that at 
least one dish in the summer meal 
should be warm enough to be re- 
laxing, nourishing and provide a 
proper digestive balance to the 
chilling beverages so favored dur- 
ing the summer. 

Soup is a good answer to the 
“one warm dish” theory, especially 
as at the present time one can se- 
cure condensed soups for every 
taste—thin soups such as tomato, 
consomme and bouillon; substantial 
soups such as vegetable and noodle 
with chicken and cream of mush- 


room. 
Simplified Meals. 
Luncheon or supper may be sim- 
plified by planning the meal around 
one hot dish, such as creamed veg- 
etables, fish, eggs or left-over 
cooked meats.

Sprouting of Seeds Hastened 
By Use of Long-Wave Light Rays 


Fertility Tests Can Now.Be Made Without 
Waiting for Natural Period of 
Dormancy to End. 


| By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON.—A process of 
hastening germination of seeds that 
promises to be of benefit to the 
farmer has been discovered by the 


Department of Agriculture. 
It has been found that the longer 
wave lengths of light, the red, or- 


©} |ange and yellow rays, have the pow- 


er of rousing seeds from winterts 
dormant state and starting them 
growing several months ahead of 
schedule. 

The process was discovered and 
developed by Dr. L. H. Flint. He 
also found that the shorter light 
waves, the violet, blue and green, 
have the opposite effect, and great- 


jly retard the germination of seeds, 


increasing the time during which 
they lie dormant. 
Experiments on Lettuce. 

The first experiments were made 
on lettuce seed, which usually has 
a period of dormancy immediately 
after harvesting, sometimes lasting 
for several months. It was found 
that seed which failed to grow un- 
der ordinary conditions would 
sprout in 24 hours if exposed for 
only a few seconds to sunlight or 


—— —— 


length, after having been first 
soaked in water for about one hour. 

Government scientists believe the 
most immediate application of the 
new discovery will be in seed-test- 
ing laboratories, where germination 
tests of seed samples are made to 
differentiate between good and poor 
seed. In testing seeds that nat- 
urally lie dormant for a period, it 
has been difficult to make reliable 
tests, and learn the seeds’ true 
quality. 

Will Help Lettuce Growers. 


This has caused much trouble for |} 


lettuce wers in the South, where 
seed is planted in the fall, and also 
for Northern greenhouse gardeners. 
Now it will be possible to make 
seeds germinate without waiting, 
and to learn at once the quality of 
crop that various lots of seed can 
be expected to produce. 

Among other seeds that pass 
through a dormant period after 
harvesting are tobacco, Canada 
bluegrass, timothy and rye grass. 
Results of red-light tests on them 
have not been reported, but the 
process works well on lespedeza, a 
forage grass, and two common 
weeds, mullen and curled dock.

* HE Illinois Racing Commis- 
sion may be concerned over 

the effect handbook making has 

on race-track promotion, but if 

it takes a look at history, it will 

not become violent about it. 

The argument is an old one. 
But the debate of years has led 
nowhere, both handbooks and 
race tracks having become more 
numerous than ever. 

The argument existed in this 
city 40 years ago, when the local 
race-track authorities complained 
bitterly that “Pool Alley” was 
stealing its legitimate business. 

The “Alley” in those days was 
a hive of bookmaking industry 
and the speculatively inclined 
could back their choices at from 
25 cents upward, 

At times the argument rose to 
actual battle pitch when racing 
news associations, supplying book- 
makers with the information they 
needed, were barred from race 
tracks and sought to obtain their 
information surreptitiously. 

In time the race tracks capitu- 
lated, accepting pay for the ser- 
vice which they could not prevent 
the associations from obtaining, 
in one way or another. , 

> * * 


Something Has Happened. 
W HEN the pari-mutuels came 
along, the hand bookie was 
looked upon as a boon by many 
tracks. That was because the 
handbook men did no mean busi- 
ness with the mutuels by wire or 
phone. 

Leading bookmakers deposited 
a sum of money with each 
of several race tracks, with per- 
mission to use it in mutuel bet- 
ting at short notice by phone or 
wire. 

The bookmaker, figuring his 
book was out of line on this or 
that horse, at the last minute, 
picked up the telephone and 
phoned this or that track his lay- 
ing-off wagers. 

That put large sums into the 
mutuel at the track. “Comeback” 
money was welcome. 

* * 

Something seems to have hap- 
pened. A well-known St. Louis 
commissioner yesterday told this 
writer that he was no longer able 
to lay off money at race tracks 
which formerly accepted his bond 
and permitted him to bet. 

“Fairmount is the only one I 
can do business with now,” he 
told this writer. He did not ex- 
plain why Fairmount was the ex- 
ception, when asked, but said the 
embargo was national.

The Mutuel Changes. 


HE race tracks which former- 

ly accepted the comeback 
money and tolerated the hand- 
bookie are now talking about con- 
certed action against the books to 
have them closed up. They are 
united in the belief that outside- 
the-track betting is wrecking the 
racing business. 

It is only fair to call attention 
to the fact that handbooking has 
existed as long as racing and that 
racing has expanded rather than 
dwindled under the competition. 

Very likely the only trouble 
with racing is the one that was 
forecast for it—overproduction. 
There is altogether too much rac- 
ing, and there are too many mu- 
tuels draining ,the pocketbooks of 
the United States simultaneously.

NEW LONDON, Conn., June 22. 
—The presence of President Roose- 
velt; riding on the foredeck of the 
referee’s launch, failed to inspire 


his son and the rest of the oarsmen 
of his alma mater, Harvard, as 
Yale swept to decisive victory in 
the freshman and junior varsity 
races opening the seventy-second 
regatta this morning. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., a stal- 
wart, 180-pound youngster, six feet, 
four inches tall, pulled a manful oar 
at number six in the Harvard shell, 
but the Elis won the opening two 
miles brush by slightly better than 
a length in something of an upset. 

Then Yale’s favored junior var- 
sity, taking the lead at the half- 
mile mark, rowed steadily away 
from Harvard's Jayvees to win by 
three full lengths. gf 
The official timés 
nounced as follows: 
Freshman race, Yale 9 minutes 
47 35 seconds. Harvard 9:51. 
Junior ‘varsity, Yale 9:40 1-5; 
Harvard 9:48 3-5. 

Big Day for President. 

It was a triumphant day for the 

President, regardless of which 
crews won, for his own graduation 
from Harvard many years ago was 
topped earlier this week by an 
honorary degree from Yale, bring- 
ing him into the Eli fold just in 
time to share the hilarity of the 
double victory, preliminary to the 
four-mile varsity classic this eve- 
ning. 
While the President failed to see 
his big son’s crew win, he did see 
his son row a terrific race under 
perfect weather conditions. Billow- 
ing over his oar at number 6, 
Franklin D. Jr. was the powerhouse 
of the Crimson shell, and his father, 
his battered white fishing hat atop 
his head, waved him on éxcitedly 
from the Dodger III referee’s boat 
that followed a few short lengths 
back of the shells. 

The President seemed to be hav- 
ing a marvelous time, though he 
gat far quieter in a folding chair 
almost on the prow of the launch 
as the Yale junior varsity broke 
Harvard's streak of two straight in 
this race in 1932 and 1933. 

Harvard Off in Lead. 

President Roosevelt had no 
chance to hail his son or speak 
with him as the Harvard freshman 
shell jumped by Yale at the start, 
pulled up almost on even terms at 
the half-mile, slipped a length back 
at\the mile, cut the lead to half a 
length again in the third half-mile, 
and theh faltered in the final drive 
as the Eli yearlings staged a mag- 
nificent spurt. 

Young Roosevelt slumped over 
his oar, rowed completely out, as 
the Harvard shell crossed the fin- 
ish line, but after resting a few 
moments, he reached into the blue 
Thames and splashed his own face 
with water, then doused the fellow 
ahead of him, and became again 
just one of eight oarsmen in a boat. 
|The freshmen rowed back up the 
river to see the Jayvees come down 
and as the shells passed their 
drifting.craft, young Roosevelt was 
waving and cheering Harvard on 
harder than any of his mates.

Pointing out that Great Britain 
and the United States so far are 
the only two countries which have 
not formally accepted Germany’s 
invitation to participate in the 1936 
Olympics at Berlin, Col. Garland 
expressed the hope that America 
soon would take favorable action. 
He believes the British now are 
favorably impressed with Ger- 
many’s expressed intention to avoid 
Jewish discrimination in athietics, 
at home or abroad. 

“T realize our athletic leaders 
have been besieged by communica- 
tions asking us not to participate 
in the 1936 Olympic Games and to 
use our influence to take the games | = 
away from Germany because of the | 
agitation over the Jewish ques- 
tion,” 
ciated Press. 


“As I see it, the American Olym- | ~~ >, 


pic Committee must not become 
involved in racial, sociological or re- 
ligious controversies of any kind. 
Regardless of my personal views, 
the American Olympic Committee 
is concerned solely with athletic 
affairs and if the German authori- 
ties continue to live up to the 
pledges they mad: to the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee at Vi- 
enna in 1933 and which they re- 
peated at Athens this year, namely 
to respect and observe the Olympic 
protocol, that is all we can expect.”

At Athens Col. Garland was in- 
strumental in having. a “show- 
down” on the Jewish issue, quiz- 
zing each of the three German dele- 
gates and exacting from them the 
unqualified pledge that Germany is 
and will continue to live up to its 
Olympic obligations. 

“The committee unanimously ac- 
cepted the statements of Germany’s 
delegates and approved the plans 
for holding the games in Berlin 
two years hence,” said Col. Gar- 
land.

That may sound fair enough, 
but try to arrange it. The bookies 
declare it takes away their nor 
mal business—that is, the betting 
of persons unable to get away 
from their work to go to the 
track in person. 

“There are far more _  stay-at- 
home persons who want to bet on 
Fairmount horses,” said a com- 
missioner, “than there are per- 
sons who attend the races there. 
They can’t get away from their 
work. 

“Can’t expect us to throw away 
that money.” 

And there you are, up against 
the same old stymie.

nothing will come of it because 
there is nothing they can do ™ 
about it unless oe shut off all 
racing information. By doing that 
they do more harm than good to 
the game. 

Perhaps the best thing for rac- 
ing would be a little blood-letting 
—reducing some of its activity. 
Fewer tracks or fewer days rac- 
ing, might leave enough finincial 
life blood to enable the bettors to 
come out in larger numbers. 


Or perhaps, after all, it is just 
the depression which has made $2 
bettors out of $10 boys, and side- 
line observers out of the $2 fel- 
lows.

It is rather late in the season 
now, but you may want to file this: 
The home-grown strawberries are 
the best ones to choose, using only 
good, sound ones and as soon after 
they are gathered as possible. Wash 
them thoroughly, remove stems. 

For canning fruit by an open ket- 
te method: Allow one-third its 
weight in sugar and two and a half 
to three cups of water to each 
pound of sugar. Boil sugar and 
water 10 minutes to make a thin 
nrup; then cook a sme. quantity 
of fruit at a time in the syrup; by 
» doing the fruit will keep its 
thape. Sterilized jars are then 
filled with the fruit and enough 
rup used to make the jars nearly 
overflow. If there is not enough 
syrup, add boiling water, sufficient 
to fill jars to overflowing. Intro- 
duce a spoon in the jar between 
that and *~-it, so that any air bub- 
bles may rise to top and break; 
then put on rubbers and screw on 
sterilized tops. Let stand until cold 
and again screw covers so that the 
jars are sure to be airtight. While 
filling jers put them on a cloth 
wrung out of hot water, to keep

‘9 NEVER trained seriously for 
any of the fights in 1929. Didn't 
see any reason for it—and that 

settled it. I wasn’t quite 21, I had 

enough energy to run a locomotive, 

I felt I could fight all day and all 

night, and I saw no reason for road 

work, or for doing those dizzy 
gymnasium stunts. 

Of course, if I could have found 

some fellows to box with, that 
would have been different. But no- 
body wanted any part of me. They 
said I made every um bout 
a fight, and they didn’t want to be 
a punching bag for a “crazy guy 
from Oakland.” 
The first important battle of my 
career was against Ernie Owen in 
Los Angeles in 1930—just about one 
year after I became a fighter. I 
had advanced with right-hand 
punching alone from an unknown 
fighting for $35 a night, to $4200 for 
beating up Owen in 10 rounds. 
When I heard about my $4200 cut, 
I sure gave the laugh to those fel- 
lows who had been telling me I'd 
get nowhere at all if I didn’t have 
a two-fisted attack, or, at least, a 
left-hand defense to go along with 
the right-hand charges. 
Ancil Hoffman, who is handling 
my affairs now, was at the ring- 
side, seeing me in action for the 
first time. He said he was sure 1 
was cuckoo because all during the 
rest of the fight—I mean after I 
could see out of only one eye—I'd 
grin whenever Owen hit me and 
that I turned away from Owen 
several times and faced the crowd, 
laughed and saluted it. 

What he didn’t know was that. I 
was trying to wig-wag a girl I had 
parked at the fight to tell her not 
to mind my “shiner,” and too be 
sure to meet me right after the 
show—as planned. 

I put Owen down five times that 
night—but couldn’t keep him there. 
I won the decision, and Owen asked 
for another chance. So I stiffened 
him in five rounds in Oakland. He 
still wasn’t convinced about my 
aiblity, and I took him on in Port- 
land, in our third bout and knocked 
him out in two. After that Owen 
took me off his mailing jist.

HEN I reached my twenty- 
W tirse birthday—Feb. 16, 1930— 

J. Hamilton Lorimer and I 
entered into a new contract. Until 
then we were operating on a guar- 
dian document. The new deal gave 
me 662-3 and Ham 33-1-3 — fair 
enough! 

I was going good by that time. 
I had knocked off so many of the 
boys, and was telling the world how 
good I was, that folks were saving 
up their money to buy tickets for 
each succeeding fight, in the hope 
they'd see me knocked into the 
Pacific Ocean. Those who had beén 
saying I was the world’s worst 
heavyweight and never saw it 
proved in the ring kept coming 
back hopefully. They crowded the 
old Arcadia Pavillion in Oakland to 
cheer the other guy—no matter 
who he was. 

Ham matched me up with Jack 
Linkhorn and there was a wild 
scramble for tickets, It was a cinch 
right at the beginning that the Ar- 
cadia couldn’t hold the mob, so the 
bout was switched to the Civic 
Auditorium and they jammed that 
place—to root for Al. 

He was quite a fellow along the 
Pacific Coast then. He had knocked 
out 18 men in a row up to the 
time we hitched up. He was rated 
as a “Killing Hitter,” and with his 
punching power like that, dnd me 
without defense—well, you can fig- 
ure what everybody thought. 

I knocked out Linkhorn with one 
solid punch in the first round—and 
my share of the $17,000 house was 
$7500. 

Boys, was I good? 

And did I laugh? 

I blew a three-round decision to 
Tiny Abbott and also a 10 to Les 
Kennedy in 1930. But I got square. 
Put the snoozer on Abbott in six 
later on, knocked out Kennedy in 
three in a réturn battle, bumped 
out Jack Stewart in two, Tom 
Toner in Six, Buck Weaver in one, 
Kayo Christener in two.

A few hours after it ended, 
Frankie was dead—and that is a 
tragedy I will remember so long as 
I live. . 

Frankie was a fast, clever fight- 
er and I knew in the first round 
that I finally was up against some- 
body who was really going to be a 
test for me. He kept out of range 
of my right hand during the first 
round, and in the second was tying 
me up pretty well. I took one long 
swing at.him, just as he was letting 
a punch loose, and I stumbled and 
fell. He didn’t knock me down. 

Campbell thought: he had, and 


LL this time I had been going 


He advanced me funds as I neededs started toward a corner to wait for 


the count. But I jumped up and 
raced after him. He apparently 
heard me coming and turned partly 
around. I swung and the right-hand 
punch hit him on the side of his 
jaw. 

He didn’t go down and didn't 
seem to be seriously hurt. We re- 
sumed fighting on that spot, and it 
was a case of give and take for the 
next two sessions. But as the fourth 
ended Frankie seemed to be weak- 
éning, and I felt sure I would stop 
him in the next round. 

In the fifth I connected -with a 
few solid ones; Frankie staggered, 
and backed to the ropes. I went 
after him and started to hit with 
both hands. 

Frankie didn’t go down—and I 
didn’t know he was tangled in the 
ropes. That’s something the ref- 
eree should have seen, and he 
should have forced me to stop hit- 
ting and give Frankie a chance to 
gét clear, or stopped it altogether 
and given me the fight on a tech- 
nical knockout. 

But he did neither and I contin- 
ued to punch, as the rules permit- 
ted, until Frankie slumped of his 
own weight—and that ended the 


fight. 
F never recovered. He was tak- 

en to a hospital and died hours 
later. There was at once a great 
uproar. I was condemned from one 
end of California to the other and 
was called “a butcher.” There was 
demand made on the Boxing Com- 
mission that I be barred forever 
from fighting. “Se Baer won't have 
the opportunity to kill other men.” 

In the midst of all this Mrs. 
Campbell said: 

“I do not blame you, and hold 
nothing against you. Both of you 
went into the ring with the intent 
to win, and it could just as well 
have been you as my husband.” 

I offered to fight Les Kennedy— 
anybody—and donate my end of it 
to Mrs. Campbell. But the com- 
mission’s answer was to suspend 


RANKIE was unconscious and 


me for a year. 

By that time I didn’t much care 
whether they made it a month, a 
year, 10 years. I had lost my en- 
thusiasm for the game. I felt 
afraid to try. to fight again—afraid 
only that 1 might kill somebody 
else. 

The ring sport had been the 
great thing in life for me since I 
popped the painter in Twin Oaks. 
Now it was something that be- 
longed to a horrible past. What I 
wanted to do was to get away from 
California—go anywhere—try to 
forget it. 

Everywhere I went in Oakland 
or San Francisco I’d meet people 
who wanted to talk about the fight, 
sympathetically, of course, but I 
was going haif wild just listening. 
But I couldn’t leave because I was 
broke and in debt, and when I 
asked Ham to loan me some cash 
he turned me down. 

Very early in October—that was 
about five weeks after the fight— 
Ham told me that he could get
